Unsightly lands and buildings 
present a problem which is com- 
mon to a good many municipali- 
ties. . Some of the common ex- 


wrecking lots! Abandoned build- 
ings, often in a ruinous or unsafe 
state of repair; houses or shacks 
of no architectural beauty or 
needing paint and repairs, and 
with ill-kempt yards. 

To cope with these problems, 
there Is some authority under the 
Municipal Act. Councils of all 
municipalities may pass bylaws 
“requiring and regulating the fill- 
ing pp. draining, cleaning, clear- 
ing of any grounds, yards and va- 
cant Jots.”. Urban municipalities 
may pass bylaws “for, requiring 
vacant lots to be properly enclos- 
ed.” All municipalities may pass 
bylaws “authorizing the pulling 
down or repairing or renewing, 
at the expense of the owner of 
dny bullding, fence, scaffolding 
or erection, which by reason of 
its rulnous or dilapidated state, 
faulty construction or otherwise 
is in an unsafe condition as re- 
gards danger from fire or risk of;
